LOWER SELLING COST 

The consumer always pays the cost of 
selling. Therefore, the less it costs to sell 
an article, the less that article should cost 
the consumer. Look, then, at the big over- 
head expense of the local lumber yard 
where the territory is necessarily limited: 
investment in real estate, sheds, stocks, 
taxes, insurance, interest on money, sal- 
ary of manager all the year and extra help 
in busy periods; also expense of unload- 
ing lumber, hauling to retail shed, sorting 
it out and stacking it up again. Now add 
the retail man’s profit on top of this and 
you pay the bill. 

Compared to this big expense of the 
local yard, our selling cost is a mere trifle; 
for at a comparatively trivial expense we 
are reaching almost every prospective 
home-builder west of Chicago and St.

N aturally before giving us an or- 
der, you want to know how soon we 
deliver the material to your station. 
For years we have had the reputation of 
making quicker deliveries than almost any 
other concern in our line of business. We 
are in a position to load your material and 
send it forward within from five to fifteen 
days after your order reaches us. Records 
show that cars loaded with lumber will go 
through to points west of the Mississippi 
River within from fifteen to twenty days 
after leaving Seattle. A careful examina- 
tion of our own records show that all of 
our shipments have reached destination 
within less than an average of thirty days 
after receipt of orders by us. 

Car Load Shipments Only 

Our money-saving prices are based upon 
car load shipments. This is another for- 
tunate thing for the home-builder, because 
the average house of five rooms or larger, 
makes a car load ; also a barn 30x40 or larg- 
er will make a car load, and entitle the 
purchaser to the advantage of a big sav- 
ing in freight cost. Any bill that is too 
much for one big car will always make two 
minimum car loads. 

When a bill of material is not enough 
for a small car load, several of our cus- 
tomers at the same point often bunch all 
their small orders together in one car, 
thereby getting the benefit of car load 
prices, even though each order is much less 
than a car load. In filling these orders 
we carefully separate each man’s materials 
in the car, so that in unloading there is no 
confusion whatever. 

Less Than Car Load Shipments

ped to advantage in less than car load lots ;

Shipping Facilities 

Our location is ideal. Being stationed 
on five transcontinental railroads, we are 
able to route all shipments over the short- 
est line, and at the lowest rate. These 
roads carry our materials promptly and 
safely to every quarter of the country. 
Our own traffic department, expert in the 
details of transportation, freight rates and 
routes, has charge of all shipments from 
the time your order is received until it is 
delivered at your station. Every shipment 
is followed by telegraph. Thus we are 
enabled every day to know just how far 
the car has traveled, and to estimate almost 
exactly the date of its delivery at destina- 
tion. 

We Guarantee Safe Delivery 

Our materials are packed and loaded 
with special care ; it is a rare occasion that 
an article is damaged in transit; but we 
guarantee that in case any article is found 
to be damaged in any way, to replace it 
promptly, or pay for its purchase locally. 
All you need to do is to send us the paid 
freight receipt, signed by the agent at your 
station, with a notation made by the agent 
stating the condition of material on arrival 
at destination. This statement is our only 
protection against the railroad for claim for 
damages. In case of glass being broken, 
or other small damage, we usually author- 
ize you to purchase the article locally and 
send us a receipted bill, deducting the 
amount when you pay us. However, a 
prompt report should be made to us of 
such damage on receipt of shipment.

O UR terms are extremely liberal ; they are intended to protect our customers 
in every sense of the word. We assume all the risk and make it easy for you

Following are three plans under which we supply our customers 
Take your choice of any one of the three: 

No Money Down Plan 

This is the plan under which many of our orders are filled, and the one we rec- 
ommend. You do not pay anything until five days after the material arrives. This 
gives you an opportunity to unload the car, count and examine everything to your 
satisfaction, and see with your own eyes just what you are getting. The material 
will be shipped subject to your inspection and approval. We are willing to do this, 
for we know our materials are as good as can be had. 

Just send along a full detail list of material you want ; with it send a statement 
of your local banker that you have on deposit the money to cover the order, and that 
it will be paid within five days from receipt of material; provided the shipment is 
up to grade specified, correct in quantity and satisfactory in every way. On our 
order sheet you will find a plain form of Bank Guarantee which you can have your 
banker fill out and sign ; send it with the order. This guarantee is a plain, simple 
business form; the kind that one business house always asks of another; it is simply 
to assure us that you want the material, and will be ready to pay for it if shipment is 
satisfactory to you and in accordance with what you ordered; it protects you also, 
and avoids delay in shipping. By dealing on this square basis we accumulate no 
bad accounts; it avoids waste and helps keep our prices down. 

C. O. D. Plan 

Some of our customers prefer to send a small cash payment with order without 
a bank guarantee. On receipt of your order together with a cash payment of 15 per 
cent of the amount of the bill, we will ship the material CASH ON DELIVERY. In 
this case we draw a draft on you with Bill of Lading attached, payable on arrival of 
material. Under this plan, you do not have a chance to unload the car before paying 
draft, but you are permitted to open the car and examine the material as much as can 
be done without actually unloading it. But our positive guarantee holds good just 
the same, and if material is not found as represented, you do not have to accept it, 
and all payments made will be refunded. 


All Cash With Order Plan 


Many people have been dealing with us for years ; they know what our material 
is, and are familiar with our business methods. This plan is for the special benefit 
of such customers. On all orders sent with cash in full we will allow a special cash 
discount of 2 per cent.

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HOW TO ORDER j 

O 

M aking out an order is a very simple matter; it is particularly easy when writ- 0 
ten on one of our order sheets. There are many different grades of lumber ^ 
and mill work; the use to which lumber is put very often determines what ^ 
the grade shall be. But the grade should always be given if possible. [ 

In ordering lumber state number of pieces, width, thickness and length (except [ 
in flooring, ceiling, siding and shiplap the number of pieces and length are not often ^ 
given — only the number of feet, width and thickness — ) ; and in Common Fir Boards 9 
it is customary to give only the number of feet wanted in most cases. [ 

In ordering doors, windows and sash, give width first, next the height, and next ( 
the thickness. “Sash” means one piece. “Window” means two pieces — one upper | 
sash and one lower sash. j 

The universal rule in ordering windows is to give the size of glass and the number j 
of lights; for instance, 1 Window 24x28xl^-2Lts., means that the glass is 24 inches 1 
wide and 28 inches long, not counting the wood in which the glass is fastened ; and | 
that the wood is 1% inches thick. Always state whether plain rail or check rail. j 

But in ordering sash give the outside measure in feet and inches; that is, the 
outside measure of the wood in which the glass is fastened; thus, 1 Sash 2-10x1-5x154 
means that the wood in which the glass is fastened is 2 feet and 10 inches wide by 
1 foot and 5 inches long, and the wood itself is 1^4 inches thick. Give the number of 
lights you want each sash to be divided into, if any ; and give a rough sketch showing 
how they are cut up or divided. 

When ordering, always give catalogue number, if more than one size of the ar- 
ticle is listed under that item or number.

Rubber 
roofing is supplied to extend well down on the sloping sides. 

This plan as shown is 50 feet by 100 feet and has stall 
space for 38 horses, not including the two box stalls. If the 
machine or tool room is not needed the partition may be 
omitted, making room for 22 cows. 

This style of roof is a decided favorite among ou:r cus- 
tomers. The extra cost of material over the Gambrel roof 
is very slight and we know it to be a fact that contractors 
who understand our proposition of milling the rafters at 
mills have offered to build the larger sizes for as much 
as $40.00 less than a barn of the same size with the Gambrel 
roof.
